Voluntary Food 
Rationing Way 
to Save Europe 


Washington, Sept. 15 —(/P>—Under 
Secretary of Agriculture Norris E. 
Dodd. said today voluntary ration- 
ing of food in this country'appears 
to be the only way to avert famine 
abroad and prevent the collapse of 
friendly European governments. 


He said such 
rationing should 
perhaps take these two forms: 


(1) A reduction by housewives in 


the purchase of livestock products 
such as meats, milk, butter, eggs 
and poultry. 


(2) A reduction by farmers 
in 


ceding of grain to livestock, par- 
icularly the use of less wheat for 
eed. 
. 


Dodd, who is acting as secretary 


n the absence of Secretary Ander- 
son from 
Washington, 
suggested 
voluntary rationing at a news con- 
!ercnee. He said th,at the govern- 
ment does not havp the power to 
mpose formal 
rationing or 
re- 
strictions on 
use 
of foods 
and 
grains. 


Dodd is the first administration 


)fficial publicly to advocate volun- 
,ary rationing. It has 
been 
sug- 
csted, however, by Senator Tafl 
(R-Ohio) and Chester Davis, for- 
mer war food administrator 
and 
chairman of the president's Famine 
Emergency Council.

(1) A reduction by housewives in

Voluntary Food 
Rationing Way 
to Save Europe 


Washington, Sept. 15 —(/P>—Under 
Secretary of Agriculture Norris E. 
Dodd. said today voluntary ration- 
ing of food in this country'appears 
to be the only way to avert famine 
abroad and prevent the collapse of 
friendly European governments. 


He said such 
rationing should 
perhaps take these two forms: 


(1) A reduction by housewives in 


the purchase of livestock products 
such as meats, milk, butter, eggs 
and poultry. 


(2) A reduction by farmers 
in 


ceding of grain to livestock, par- 
icularly the use of less wheat for 
eed. 
. 


Dodd, who is acting as secretary 


n the absence of Secretary Ander- 
son from 
Washington, 
suggested 
voluntary rationing at a news con- 
!ercnee. He said th,at the govern- 
ment does not havp the power to 
mpose formal 
rationing or 
re- 
strictions on

and 
grains. 


Dodd is the first administration

Voluntary Food 
Rationing Way 
to Save Europe 


Washington, Sept. 15 —(/P>—Under 
Secretary of Agriculture Norris E. 
Dodd. said today voluntary ration- 
ing of food in this country'appears 
to be the only way to avert famine 
abroad and prevent the collapse of 
friendly European governments. 


He said such 
rationing should 
perhaps take these two forms: 


(1) A reduction by housewives in 


the purchase of livestock products 
such as meats, milk, butter, eggs 
and poultry. 


(2) A reduction by farmers 
in 


ceding of grain to livestock, par- 
icularly the use of less wheat for 
eed. 
. 


Dodd, who is acting as secretary 


n the absence of Secretary Ander- 
son from 
Washington, 
suggested 
voluntary rationing at a news con- 
!ercnee. He said th,at the govern- 
ment does not havp the power to 
mpose formal 
rationing or 
re- 
strictions on 
use 
of foods 
and 
grains. 


Dodd is the first administration 


)fficial publicly to advocate volun- 
,ary rationing. It has

Voluntary Food 
Rationing Way 
to Save Europe 


Washington, Sept. 15 —(/P>—Under 
Secretary of Agriculture Norris E. 
Dodd. said today voluntary ration- 
ing of food in this country'appears 
to be the only way to avert famine 
abroad and prevent the collapse of 
friendly European governments. 


He said such 
rationing should 
perhaps take these two forms: 


(1) A reduction by housewives in 


the purchase of livestock products 
such as meats, milk, butter, eggs 
and poultry. 


(2) A reduction by farmers 
in 


ceding of grain to livestock, par- 
icularly the use of less wheat for 
eed.

Dodd, who is acting as secretary 


n the absence of Secretary Ander- 
son from 
Washington, 
suggested 
voluntary rationing at a news con-

One attack 
:of mumps usually 
protects from a: second, although a 
few patients" claim to have had 
mumps two and throe- times. The 
incubation period is from one to 
three weeks, and its disease is con- 
tagious from several ..days before 
the beginning of symptoms, until 
the swelling of the infected glands 
disappear. 
Mumps is 
most common 
be- 
tween the- ages of 5 and 15 years. 
Most babies seem to have complete 
immunity during the first year of 
life. The infection is world-wide 
in distribution and, although sin- 
gle cases and epidemics can oc- 
cur at any. .time; .the -greatest num- 
ber of infections occur diiring the 
winter and . spring.

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Red Minister 
to Answer 
Marshall

New York, Sept. 17 —(/P)—Soviet 


Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei Y. 
/Jshinsky today promised to give 
Russia's answer to 
Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall's slash- 
ng ;attack in a major Soviet policy 
speech tomorrow or perhaps later. 


Vishinsky originally was sched^ 
jled to deliver his opening address

Although the Soviet delegation of-

Vishinsky later told newsmen:

There appears to be no indica- 
tion of immediately change either 
for better or worse."

If any 
British government of any 
other 


political stripe had come whining 
to the T.U.C. for the right to con- 
script labor as the only means of 
meeting any "crisis" in time of 
peace, the labor movement would 
have howled for bloody revolution. 
Conscription of labor was Hitler's 
way. 
That is how the bloody Nazis 


dicl it, 
and 
Mussolini, and, of 
course, the backward Bolsheviks. 
But Britons never, never, 
never 


would be slaves until September of 
1947 when the Trades Union Con- 
gress, the political holding com- 
pany of the government, represent- 
ing a small minority of the popu- 
lation, and the least intellectual, 
agreed to the "direction" of labor.

By MAX HALL 
Washington, Sept. 17'—(/P)— The 
hurricane which moved on Floriaa 
today is the second most violent 
type of windstorm known to man- 
kind. 
The most violent is the tornado. 


, Tornados also strike more sud- 
denly and* more often. An average 
of 140 a year are reported in the 
United States. 
Huricanes average only 
about 


3 1-2 a year in the Atlantic, Carib- 
bean, and Gulf of Mexico — and 
only half of those hit the United 
States. 


Yet hurricanes kill more people 


and do more damage, because they 
attack a greater area and pound it 
longer. 


The terms 
hurricane, 
tornado, 


cyclone, and typhoon 
are 


confused. Let's 
see 
what 
mean. 
The weather bureau says cyclone 


is a general term for any circular 
movement of air — not necessar- 
ily violent '— around a center in 
which the . atmospheric pressure is 
low. 


A tornado is one kind of cyclone 


—small but terrible, racing along 
overland for a short distance, in a 
whirling cloud .n which the 
air 
travels at speeds that surely ex- 
ceed 250 miles an hour but so far 
have been impossible to measure. 


, A hurricane is another kind 
of 


cyclone. It is a tropical cyclone in 
whicn the wind blows at a speed 
of 75 miles an hour or more. 
Hurricanes occur in all tropical 


oceans except the South Atlantic, 
but they are called by 
different 


names in different parts, of 
the 


world. 


A hurricane in China is called 


a typhoon. In the Philippines it is 
a baguio. In Australia it is a willy- 
willy. In India it is merely a cy-

If any 
British government of any 
other 


political stripe had come whining 
to the T.U.C. for the right to con- 
script labor as the only means of 
meeting any "crisis" in time of 
peace, the labor movement would 
have howled for bloody revolution. 
Conscription of labor was Hitler's 
way. 
That is how the bloody Nazis 


dicl it, 
and 
Mussolini, and, of 
course, the backward Bolsheviks. 
But Britons never, never, 
never 


would be slaves until September of 
1947 when the Trades Union Con- 
gress, the political holding com- 
pany of the government, represent- 
ing a small minority of the popu- 
lation, and the least intellectual, 
agreed to the "direction" of labor. 


Here 
again 
the 
"democratic 
process" so often admired so fa-

By MAX HALL 
Washington, Sept. 17'—(/P)— The 
hurricane which moved on Floriaa 
today is the second most violent 
type of windstorm known to man- 
kind. 
The most violent is the tornado. 


, Tornados also strike more sud- 
denly and* more often. An average 
of 140 a year are reported in the 
United States. 
Huricanes average only 
about 


3 1-2 a year in the Atlantic, Carib- 
bean, and Gulf of Mexico — and 
only half of those hit the United 
States. 


Yet hurricanes kill more people 


and do more damage, because they 
attack a greater area and pound it 
longer. 


The terms 
hurricane, 
tornado, 


cyclone, and typhoon 
are 


confused. Let's 
see 
what 
mean. 
The weather bureau says cyclone 


is a general term for any circular 
movement of air — not necessar- 
ily violent '— around a center in 
which the . atmospheric pressure is 
low. 


A tornado is one kind of cyclone 


—small but terrible, racing along 
overland for a short distance, in a 
whirling cloud .n which the 
air 
travels at speeds that surely ex- 
ceed 250 miles an hour but so far 
have been impossible to measure. 


, A hurricane is another kind 
of 


cyclone. It is a tropical cyclone in 
whicn the wind blows at a speed 
of 75 miles an hour or more. 
Hurricanes occur in all tropical 


oceans except the South Atlantic, 
but they are called by 
different 


names in different parts, of 
the 


world. 


A hurricane in China is called 


a typhoon. In the Philippines it is 
a baguio. In Australia it is a willy- 
willy. In India it is merely a cy-

That is how the bloody Nazis 


dicl it, 
and 
Mussolini, and, of 
course, the backward Bolsheviks. 
But Britons never, never,

The Weather 
Takes Toll 
Every Year

Washington, Sept. 17'—(/P)— The 
hurricane which moved on Floriaa 
today is the second most violent 
type of windstorm known to man- 
kind. 
The most violent is the tornado. 


, Tornados also strike more sud- 
denly and* more often. An average 
of 140 a year are reported in the 
United States. 
Huricanes average only 
about 


3 1-2 a year in the Atlantic, Carib- 
bean, and Gulf of Mexico — and 
only half of those hit the United 
States. 


Yet hurricanes kill more people 


and do more damage, because they 
attack a greater area and pound it 
longer. 


The terms 
hurricane, 
tornado, 


cyclone, and typhoon 
are 


confused. Let's 
see 
what 
mean. 
The weather bureau says cyclone 


is a general term for any circular 
movement of air — not necessar- 
ily violent '— around a center in 
which the . atmospheric pressure is 
low. 


A tornado is one kind of cyclone 


—small but terrible, racing along 
overland for a short distance, in a 
whirling cloud .n which the 
air 
travels at speeds that surely ex- 
ceed 250 miles an hour but so far 
have been impossible to measure. 


, A hurricane is another kind 
of 


cyclone. It is a tropical cyclone in 
whicn the wind blows at a speed 
of 75 miles an hour or more. 
Hurricanes occur in all tropical 


oceans except the South Atlantic, 
but they are called by 
different 


names in different parts, of 
the 


world. 


A hurricane in China is called 


a typhoon. In the Philippines it is 
a baguio. In Australia it is a willy- 
willy. In India it is merely a cy-

Takes Toll 
Every Year

Washington, Sept. 17'—(/P)— The 
hurricane which moved on Floriaa 
today is the second most violent 
type of windstorm known to man- 
kind. 
The most violent is the tornado. 


, Tornados also strike more sud- 
denly and* more often. An average 
of 140 a year are reported in the 
United States. 
Huricanes average only 
about 


3 1-2 a year in the Atlantic, Carib- 
bean, and Gulf of Mexico — and 
only half of those hit the United 
States. 


Yet hurricanes kill more people 


and do more damage, because they 
attack a greater area and pound it 
longer. 


The terms 
hurricane, 
tornado, 


cyclone, and typhoon 
are 


confused. Let's 
see 
what 
mean. 
The weather bureau says cyclone 


is a general term for any circular 
movement of air — not necessar- 
ily violent '— around a center in 
which the . atmospheric pressure is 
low. 


A tornado is one kind of cyclone 


—small but terrible, racing along 
overland for a short distance, in a 
whirling cloud .n which the 
air 
travels at speeds that surely ex- 
ceed 250 miles an hour but so far 
have been impossible to measure. 


, A hurricane is another kind 
of 


cyclone. It is a tropical cyclone in 
whicn the wind blows at a speed 
of 75 miles an hour or more. 
Hurricanes occur in all tropical 


oceans except the South Atlantic, 
but they are called by 
different 


names in different parts, of 
the 


world. 


A hurricane in China is called 


a typhoon. In the Philippines it is 
a baguio. In Australia it is a willy- 
willy. In India it is merely a cy-

If any 
British government of any 
other 


political stripe had come whining 
to the T.U.C. for the right to con- 
script labor as the only means of 
meeting any "crisis" in time of 
peace, the labor movement would 
have howled for bloody revolution. 
Conscription of labor was Hitler's 
way. 
That is how the bloody Nazis 


dicl it, 
and 
Mussolini, and, of 
course, the backward Bolsheviks. 
But Britons never, never, 
never 


would be slaves until September of 
1947 when the Trades Union Con- 
gress, the political holding com- 
pany of the government, represent- 
ing a small minority of the popu- 
lation, and the least intellectual, 
agreed to the "direction" of labor. 


Here 
again 
the 
"democratic 
process" so often admired so fa- 
tuously by so many Americans is 
employed to frustrate fools

A private and unof- 
ficial organization'from which the 
elected national government takes

The Weather 
Takes Toll 
Every Year

Washington, Sept. 17'—(/P)— The 
hurricane which moved on Floriaa 
today is the second most violent 
type of windstorm known to man- 
kind. 
The most violent is the tornado. 


, Tornados also strike more sud- 
denly and* more often. An average 
of 140 a year are reported in the 
United States. 
Huricanes average only 
about 


3 1-2 a year in the Atlantic, Carib- 
bean, and Gulf of Mexico — and 
only half of those hit the United 
States. 


Yet hurricanes kill more people 


and do more damage, because they 
attack a greater area and pound it 
longer. 


The terms 
hurricane, 
tornado, 


cyclone, and typhoon 
are 


confused. Let's 
see 
what 
mean. 
The weather bureau says cyclone 


is a general term for any circular 
movement of air — not necessar- 
ily violent '— around a center in 
which the . atmospheric pressure is 
low. 


A tornado is one kind of cyclone 


—small but terrible, racing along 
overland for a short distance, in a 
whirling cloud .n which the 
air 
travels at speeds that surely ex- 
ceed 250 miles an hour but so far 
have been impossible to measure. 


, A hurricane is another kind 
of 


cyclone. It is a tropical cyclone in 
whicn the wind blows at a speed 
of 75 miles an hour or more.

If any 
British government of any 
other 


political stripe had come whining 
to the T.U.C. for the right to con- 
script labor as the only means of 
meeting any "crisis" in time of 
peace, the labor movement would 
have howled for bloody revolution. 
Conscription of labor was Hitler's 
way. 
That is how the bloody Nazis 


dicl it, 
and 
Mussolini, and, of 
course, the backward Bolsheviks. 
But Britons never, never, 
never 


would be slaves until September of 
1947 when the Trades Union Con- 
gress, the political holding com- 
pany of the government, represent- 
ing a small minority of the popu- 
lation, and the least intellectual, 
agreed to the "direction" of labor.

By MAX HALL 
Washington, Sept. 17'—(/P)— The 
hurricane which moved on Floriaa 
today is the second most violent 
type of windstorm known to man- 
kind. 
The most violent is the tornado. 


, Tornados also strike more sud- 
denly and* more often. An average 
of 140 a year are reported in the 
United States. 
Huricanes average only 
about 


3 1-2 a year in the Atlantic, Carib- 
bean, and Gulf of Mexico — and 
only half of those hit the United 
States. 


Yet hurricanes kill more people 


and do more damage, because they 
attack a greater area and pound it 
longer. 


The terms 
hurricane, 
tornado, 


cyclone, and typhoon 
are 


confused. Let's 
see 
what 
mean. 
The weather bureau says cyclone 


is a general term for any circular 
movement of air — not necessar- 
ily violent '— around a center in 
which the . atmospheric pressure is 
low. 


A tornado is one kind of cyclone 


—small but terrible, racing along 
overland for a short distance, in a 
whirling cloud .n which the 
air 
travels at speeds that surely ex- 
ceed 250 miles an hour but so far 
have been impossible to measure. 


, A hurricane is another kind 
of 


cyclone. It is a tropical cyclone in 
whicn the wind blows at a speed 
of 75 miles an hour or more. 
Hurricanes occur in all tropical 


oceans except the South Atlantic, 
but they are called by 
different 


names in different parts, of 
the 


world. 


A hurricane in China is called 


a typhoon. In the Philippines it is 
a baguio. In Australia it is a willy- 
willy. In India it is merely a cy-
